3, 5, 8, 13, 
17, 20, the results b eing, in three 
days after the last storm, we had the 
roads of the township free from ruts, 
mud holes and smooth as a floor. The 
cost of dragging was ab out $25 ea'h 
time, or ab out $150 in all. 
While 
that may seem a large amount to ex­ 
pend for dragging in seventeen days, 
yet wre know’ from experience that our 
roads can b e graded and maintained 
enough cheaper during the year to off 
6et the cost of dragging. We Can grade 
and repair with the grader quicker 
and easier three miles of road that 
has b een dragged regularly and sys­ 
tematically than one mile of road that 
hasn’t b een dragged at all.

THE BISHOP’S LETTER. 


Once a y ear the Episcopal church Is­ 
suer a letter on the subject of tem­ 
perance, which haa been a custom for 
some time. 
It is interesting to read 
the joint letter Issued on this Impor­ 
tant subject to the ministers of the 
Episcopal church by Bishop Tuttle, of 
Missouri, the presiding bis'hop, which 
letter is also sig ned by the 66 other 
bishops of that church in this country . 
The letter reads: 
"The church temperance society has 
labored 
for 
y ears 
to 
deepen 
and 
streng then and ex tend 
such 
self-re­ 
straint in checking and resisting the 
g reat evils of the drink habit. 
"It may conduce not a little to the 
success of these effort« if, by infor­ 
mation and ex hortation in sermons 
and by devotions and supplication in 
pray er, the attention of our church 
people can be concentrated upon the 
wise and sober Christian way in which 
the church temperance society essay s 
to do its work. 
"Therefore the society asks of the 
bishops, and the bishops ask of the 
clerg y and people of their respective 
dioceses, that they will unite in mak­ 
ing the Sunday nex t before Advent, 
November 21, 19 09 , a day of special 
reference« to the subject of temper­ 
ance in the pray ers and sermons of 
our churches.” 
It is worthy to note that the letter 
contains no 
references 
whatever to 
prohibition laws in any State of the 
Union. 
Ministers are simply asked to 
speak on the doctrine of aelf-restraint, 
which contains of course, the evils of 
the drink 
habit. 
Moreover, 
not 
a 
word la said about total abstinence 
a nd no thing a bo ut po iso no us drinks, 


and nothing about 
State laws pro 
hibiting the sale of beer and liq uor. 
The Episcopal church simply g oes 
back to the paramount doctrine anc 
Christian teaching —self-restraint. The 
clerg y are asked to appeal to theii 
flock to restrain their wills, and this 
appeal is to be made along with the 
g iven sermon of that day . 
There are 
to be no sensational harang ues, nc 
hy sterical methods employ ed to ex 
cite the minds of the people ag ainst 
the “demon 
rum,” 
no 
intemperate 
lang uag e is to be used; the ministers 
are simply to rely on the "wise and 
sober Christian way .” The attitude oi 
the Episcopal church on this g reat 
q uestion should be an ex ample for the 
Methodist and Baptist ministry ; but 
one mig ht as well try to induce "a 
Greek to lay down w'ith a Turk in 
loving embrace” as to induce the min 
Isters of these two named churches "tc 
concentrate upon the wise and sobei 
Christian way ” of remedy ing intern 
peranee. 
Bishop Tuttle and the 66 
other bishops at whose order the let 
ter in q uestion was sent out, are men 
of education—men who know their 
fellow-men, who know that it Is hard 
er to leg islate for men’s appetites than 
for “a camel to pass throug h the ey e 
of a needle.” 
Such letters as the one 
referred to are refreshing .

That an attractive personality is one 
of the most valuable assets in business 
life, and particularly in the railroad 
service, is the belief of Georg e A. Cul­ 
len, g eneral passeng er ag ent of the 
Lackawanna railroad.

Then, too, if an em­ 
ploy e is pleasant and ag reeable in his 
dealing s with the public, he will avoid 
a g reat proportion of the alleg ed g riev­ 
ances on the part of passeng ers. 
Mr. Cullen has devised a "standard 
of fitness” by which to measure the ef­ 
ficiency of railroad men. They should 
have a thoroug h understanding of all 
the technical details that pertain to 
the duties of their positions, but should 
g ive req uested information in plain 
and simple lang uag e that the lay man 
may readily understand. All trainmen 
should have a proper reg ard for their 
personal appearance. 
A fund of g en­ 
eral information is invaluable, and any 
ex tra or unex pected attention or in­ 
formation that may be offered is al­ 
way s appreciated and remembered by 
the anx ious passeng er. Last but g reat­ 
est of the elements that make up an 
attractive personality is that of kind­ 
ness, a q uality that can save trainmen 
from 
many 
disag reeable 
situations 
wrhich 
inevitably 
arise.—Harper’s 
Weekly .

g one throug h the routine and the pen­ 
cil finally arrived at the clerk’s desk, 
the proceeding had cost 
ex actly 13 
cents. 
It was the same in proportion 
in every department of the business. 
The sy stem was complete; the check­ 
ing was perfect. 
Not a scrap of paper 
was unaccounted for at the end of 
each day ’s work, but the concern went 
to the wall. 
Investig ation proved that 
one of the primary causes of the fail­ 
ure was the burden of office ex pense. 
I walked into a big 
5-and-10 cent 
store the other day , made a purchase 
and handed a g irl clerk the money to 
pay for it. She stepped to a cash reg ­ 
ister, pressed the 10-cent button, drop 
ped my money into the drawer and 
that was all there was to it. 
On my 
way out of the store I met the man 
ag er. 
“Don’t those g irls steal from y ou? 
I asked. 
"Certainly , they steal,” was the re 
ply , "but we can afford to lose it. 
I didn t g rasp the idea that any con­ 
cern 
could 
afford 
to 
lose 
money 
throug h dishonest employ es and lack 
of a checking sy stem, and I told the 
manag er so. 
"Well,” he replied, "if y ou w’ere in 
this business 
of 
small sales what 
w'ould y ou rather do; install an ac 
counting department and saleslip sy s 
tern, cash carriers and 
cashiers, a 
complicated sy stem that would

from $5,000 to $6,000 a y ear to main 
tain, or lose at the most $200 or $300 
a y ear throug h petty dishonesty of 
clerks?”

m ent recently m ade by the Morgan- 
Guggenheim syndicate before the sen­ 
ate com m ittee on territories in regard 
to the wealth of the coal of the lands 
in Alaska, has resulted in the intro­ 
duction by Senator Beveridge of In­ 
diana of two bills designed to prevent 
the passage of those lands into the 
possession of individuals and to pro­ 
vide for their operation 
under the 
lease system and the paym ent of roy­ 
alties to the government. 
Senator 
Beveridge referred to the testim ony 
of the representatives of the Morgan- 
Guggenheim syndicate as “startling.” 
“The syndicate’s w itness,” said the 
senator, "testified under cross-examin­ 
ation th at the cash value of the Behr­ 
ing river coal fields alone was $900,- 
000,000 gross, that it would probably 
take $700.000,000 out of this $900,000,- 
000, leaving a profit on the $700,000,- 
000 of $200,000,000, or nearly 30 per 
cent.

Ten Pittsburg men, all of them mil­ 
lionaires. have died within the last few 
weeks. Nearly all of them were what 
is known as “self-made men," who 
started In a humble walk of life and 
by their ow n efforts managed to get on 
to the great highway —or great white 
way —of wealth, and all of them were 
actively engaged In Increasing their 
great wealth up to the time of their 
death, which came suddenly , and in 
most cases was untimely . 
Twenty -five 
others, 
whose 
wealth 
ranged 
from 
$100,000 to $500,000, also died suddenly 
within about the same period. 
These 
men had succeeded. 
They had got out 
of life what they started in to get, but 
with growing possessions desire had 
also grown, and they kept on striving 
for more, running their phy sical ma­ 
chinery at high speed until it broke 
down under the strain, at a time when 
it should have been giving its greatest 
service to the world- not in piling up 
of a greater Individual fortune, but in 
making the world a better place as the 
result of successful ex periment. 
And 
all over this nervous country of ours 
thousands of men are following the 
same program. 
They are succeeding 
marvelously ; they are piling up w*ealth 
for themselves—and their heirs. Some 
of them are not doing it In the nicest 
manner, and others are doing it in a 
manner that is not nice at all, to speak 
of it most charitably . 
But they are 
succeeding, and success with them is 
the end that Justifies the means. 
And 
then there are others who are sue 
cceding by perfectly legitimate meth 
ods, as far as commercial ethics are 
concerned, but, nevertheless, they are 
committing phy siological crimes be 
cause they are wrecking themselves in 
their efforts, and are as certain as the 
Pittsburgers mentioned to pass on to 
their end long before they have en­ 
joy ed that period of life which under 
normal conditions they would have a 
right to ex pect. 
The making of much 
money should not be the sole end of 
man. 
There are a good many things 
in life that are more important. 
Be 
sides, whatever may be his success, 
there comes a time when a inan should 
cease from such vigorous efforts. 
To 
him who has run the machinery very 
hard it comes sooner than to him who 
has worked more leisurely . 
It is not 
easy to say wrhen this time comes, be­ 
cause it varies widely with different 
individuals, but if a man will look 
back over what he has done as com­ 
pared with what the average man has 
done, he can get some idea perhaps of 
the limit of his activity . 
If he has 
succeeded greatly , well and good; if he 
has succeeded somewhat, well enough; 
but when the time comes it must be 
recognized or—it w ill merely be a ques­ 
tion of probating his will.

for Washington, unlike 
many of the world’s great men. made 
a most devoted and affectionate hus­ 
band. 
% 
Mrs. Washington was rather below 
medium height, but daintily formed, 
with a pleasing face and hazel ey es. 
She had a graceful dignity of manner 
that enabled her to fill creditably her 
ex altf-d position as First Lady in the 
Land; but she was not an intellectual 
woman. 
One who knew her well de­ 
scribed her as “not possessing much 
sense though a perfect lady and re­ 
markably well calculated for her posi­ 
tion.” 
Her eccentricities of spelling 
were enough to raise the ghosts of 
every dead lex icographer in hades. 
“I carried my little patt with me,” 
she writes to her sister, “and left .lack­ 
ey at home for a trial to see how well 
I could stay without him though we 
were gon but wone fortnight I was 
quite impatient to get home. 
If I at 
aney time heard the doggs barke or 
a noise out, I thought thaire was a I 
person sent for me. 
I often imagined j 
he w as sick or some accident had hap- j 
pened to him 
sq that I think it is ini- j 
possible for me to leave him as long as ! 
Mr. Washington must stay when he j 
comes down.” 
Yet 
Washington 
was, apparently , j 
well satisfied; for, even after so long 
j 
period as six ntonths had passed 
since his wedding day , he refused to 
wander from his w ife's side, and wrote 
from Mount Vernon: 
“I am now, 1 
believe, fix ed at this seat with an 
agreeable ('onsort for life.” 
And long 
after, when one of the great men of 
the world, he wrote to her: 
”1 should enjoy more real happiness 
in one month with y ou at home than 
I have the most distant prospect of 
finding abroad if my stay were to be 
seven times seven y ears.” 
His devotedness is best show n in the 
loving care he took of her all through 
their long married life. 
He not only 
assumed the entire management of her 
own large property , but also that of 
her children, and gave to them the af­ 
fection and care of a father. He even 
spared her muc h of the details of send­ 
ing for her own clothing; and such or­ 
ders as the following may be seen in 
his own handwriting: “A salmon-col­ 
ored Tabby of the enclose pattern, with 
satin flowers to be made in a sack” ; 
1 Cap, Handkerchief, Tucker and Ruf­ 
fles, to be made of Brussels lace or 
point, propef to wear with above neg- 
lee, to cost $20” ; “ 1 pair black and 1 
pair satin shoes, of the smallest” ; and 
“1 black mask.” 
Again he writes to 
his London agent: 
“Mrs. Washington

“Many seals were seen on the fresh 
made Ice, and Eiseeyou, my head nian, 
expressed a desire that I take charge 
of his dog team while he stalked some 
of them. Seals are extremely shy, and 
great caution must be practiced in ap­ 
proaching them. 
The Eskimos use a 
blind in the form of a miniature 
sledge, about eighteen inches in length 
by six in width, with bearskins tacked 
on the runners. 
Fore and aft are two 
upright crotched sticks, upon w'hich 
the rifle rests and to which it is lashed. 
On the front of the sledge a cross­ 
bar sustains two long perpendicular 
sticks, over which a piece of white 
cloth is stretched, or when that is not 
attainable 
hareskln 
is 
substituted. 
Through a hole in this cloth screen 
the muzzle of the rifle protrudes. 
“Holding his blind before him, he 
was enabled to walk within 300 or 400 
yards of a seal without startling it. 
Then he dropped on his hands and 
knees and pushed the little sledge be­ 
fore him. 
Thus hidden 
behind the 
cloth screen, which so blended with 
the Ice as to arouse in the seal no sus­ 
picion of danger, he approached with­ 
in fifty yards before shooting.

Their record for efficiency lies In this: 
They don’t hunt troub le, b ut they give 
a kiss and a b ug when they find it. 
Mayor Reyb urn and Henry Clay, di­ 
rector of pub lic safety, have called for 
Jack Groome and 
his men b ecause 
their own police force was limp and 
w orthless in the face of the murdering, 
b urning and club b ing that caused in 
j four days the death of four persons, 
millions of dollars of loss to the Rapid 
T ransit company and the general b us­ 
iness of the city, injuring hundreds of 
peaceful citizens and b rought ab out a 
condition little short of anarchy. 
The 
constab ularies are depended upon to 
b reak the b ackb one of the strike, and 
they will b e projected on to the firing 
line the first thing upon their arrival. 
They do not know the meaning of the 
word politics and their spear knows 
no b rother. 
W hen they are ordered 
I to shoot they shoot to kill, a hab it of 
theirs that strikers in this state real­ 
ize to a deadly certainty. 
The news 
that they are on their way to Philadel­ 
phia from their b arracks at Pottsville, 
W ilkesb arre, 
Punxsutaw ney 
and 
G reensb urg was the gloomiest infor­ 
mation that Strike Leader P ra tt and 
his 5,000 angry conductors and motor- 
men 
could 
possib ly 
have received. 
Backed b y the carb ines of these rough 
riders, the Rapid Transit company will 
attem pt to run 1,200 cars, reinstltuting 
service in the districts where violence 
has b een most prevalent and where 
I loyal employes have b een injured b y 
the score. 
The city police will b e as­ 
signed to work on b oard these cars, 
possib ly two men to a car, and the 
men of Jack Groome’s command will 
b e posted where they can rip up trou­ 
b le the m inute the first b rick goes 
whizzing through the air. 
A crisis is approaching rapidly. The 
show-down may come today in the 
gam e that is b eing played as to w heth­ 
er the car company is to b e permitted 
to run its cars, or w hether the am al­ 
gam ated union is to run Philadelphia. 
Boss Pratt, Murphy and Driscoll and 
their satellites are going around town 
sw earing mad, threatening, as they 
chastely put it, that there’ll b e hell- 
and-a-half to pay if the constab ularie 
are turned loose on the streets. 
In 
some of the car b arns strikers were 
talking openly ab out using dynamite. 
You heard on every side threats made 
that Jack Groome’s men would carry 
out of town a good deal more lead 
than they b rought in. 
There is a 
tightening of interest, renewed tension 
of feeling all over town. 
The situation has come to just this. 
Despite his constant assurance to the 
strikers that the com pany is whipped 
and that it will have to give in utterly 
or agree to a satisfactory compromise, 
G. O. Pratt realizes that the company 
does not intend to give way an inch.
